Woman Accused of Arson Tells 


Remarkable Story to Tribune 


Correspondent at Town of 


IVeaverville.

WEAVERVILLE, Feb. 17—In an interview with 
THE 


TRIBUNE correspondent today Mrs. John Martin of Oakland, who 
is accused of arson in the burning of the Moms barn near this city 
several -w eeks ago, declared unhesitatingly that her son, "Baby John" 
Martin, had sworn that he had burned the place and had done it 
without instigation on her paVt, but because of some grudge which 
he had harbored against the Morns family 


At the same time she characterized the "Baby" as a fiend and in 


support of this charge declared that he had committed acts of 
cruelty upon animals which would have disgraced a savage. Among 
these acts was the cutting off of two feet of a cat belonging to Mrs. 
Martin when the family home was on Van Ness avenue in San 
Francisco and sitting by in delight while the feline writhed in 
agony. 


The driving of pins through the heads of canaries and sparrows 


and clapping his hands with pleasure as he witnessed their sufferings 
was another of her charges.

' Charges Leach Fire fo Boy 


And finally poisoning until death a cat at the family home and the 


burial of the animal taking place on the morning of the day follow- 
ing the attempt to destroy the home of Judge Ogden of Oakland. 
Mrs. Martin also declared that she had nothing whatever to do with 
injuring either Judge Ogden or Judge Samuels, and also absolutely 
asserted that it was "Baby John" who actually fired the home of Abe 
Leach in Oakland and then "Baby John" had informed her of the 
fact 
In his first statement "Baby John" denied that he knew any- 


thing about that time but today admitted that he had set fire to a 
house near Fourteenth and Brush streets in Oakland but that he did 
not know to whom the house belonged. 
Calls John Thief 


"If,' the boy said, "Mr. Leach lived in that house then I admit 


burning the Leach home, but I did not know who lived there and I 
did it under instructions of Mrs. Martin. If the officials will search 


Mrs. 
Martin's home in Oakland carefully they will find a small hole 


in the ceiling of one of the rooms and through this hole Mrs. Martin 
was able to pull a powder fuse which was concealed above the ceil- 
ing." 


Mrs,. Martin told the co-respondent that in September of last 


year "Baby John" was stricken with typhoid fever in Oakland and 
that she had placed him under the care of Dr. Herrick of that city 
"The 'Baby,'" she continued, "instead of taking his medicine every 
day threw it out of the window. While in delirium the boy admitted 
that he had attempted to blow up the house of Judge Ogden and 
that he had stolen money from me in New York. I asked what he 
had dore with the money and he said he had spent it He also looted 
several rooms in the Depot hotel at Redding and the money he spent 
on a slot machine in the saloon." 
Says Boy Poisoned Horse 


Regarding some of the poison found in her possession, Mrs. 


Martin said: 


"The sugar of lead which 'Baby John' had placed in a barrel 


of sugar in Hudson's store in this city. That sugar of lead I bought 
at the Owl drug store at the corner of Thirteenth street and Broad- 
way in Oakland. I told the clerk that I wanted it to cure a snake skin 
and a fowl that 'Baby John* bad killed, because he is a great hunter. 
I used the sugar of lead with alum and salt. You will find my name 
for the purchase on the books at the Owl Drug Co." 


In detailing the poisoning of her horse, Mrs. Martin said that 


"Baby John." was the only person save herself who could have done 
the deed. 


"John or I," she continued, "were the only persons who had 


a key to the place where the horse was quartered. I knew it was he 
who-poisoned the animal. After the animal died I went to the dry 
goods store of Taft & Pennoyer at the corner of Fourteenth and 
Broadway and told Mr. Phelps about it. I then went home and 
cried I could not eat my dinnir with John. I did not eat with him 
for two weeks."

RESCUE TWO BOYS

ALAMEDA. Feb. 17.—Alfred 
Malone 


and Albert Ber.ly. two boys of nineteen 
years, living on Webster street and Wil- 
lam Simonds of San Francisco, were res- 
cued from the bay off Surf Beach Park 
this morning a' 11:30 o'clock when they 
•were almost unconscious after a long 
struggle to ke?p themselves afloat on 
the two oars of their capsized boat. 


The boys were seen floundering In the 


•water almost h tlf a mile from the south 
•hore in the deep waters of the channel 
by Frank I. M u-auley, manager of Surf 
.Beach Park. One of the boys was wav- 
' ing his hat when Macauley paw him, and 
In answer to the signal the manager 
sent three of tie employee of the park. 
men named K:uipp. Bentley and Olson. 
•ut In a boat lo rescue them. 


By the time t:ie men rowed to the boys, 


Elmonds had o lee gone under and was 
unable to aasia: himself and was almcrst 


(In an unconscious condition. 
The two 


lother boys were weak from their long 
•truggles In the water, and the men had 
a hard time ge:ting them into their boat 
•without capsizing the craft. 


When taken to the shore Slmonds had

men worked over him for ten minutes 
before he revived.

THUG RIMGS DOORBELL; ENTERS 


AND ROBS WOMAN AT PIANO 


Louis Von Hergert, Who Opened Door for Robber, and Sister, 


Elsa, the Thug Threatened to Spank 


Threatens to Slay inmates of 


House if Any Outcry Is 


Made. 


BERKELEY, Feb. 17.—Entering boldly- 


through the front entrance of her big 
fashionable home at 2401 Channing Way 
a few minutes after the dinner hour last 
night, a masked robber compelled Mrs. 
Elf» von Hergert, at the point of a re- 
volver, to remove two diamond 
rings 


from her fingers. Under threat of instant 
death the man then compelled her to go 
to her sleeping apartments on the upper 
floor and glvs him what cash was In 
tht house, about SSL Jewels to the value 
of $3000 were left unmolested because 
his victim purposely delayed finding the 
key to a small safe until he toc-k alarm. 
Threatening to kill the entire family if 
any cry was made the robber retired de- 
liberately through the front door and dis- 
appeared In the shadow of som» shrub- 
bery. 
Daring Robbery. 


It was an unusually daring crime. Di- 


rectly across the street people were be- 
ginning to gather for the evening ser- 
vices at the First Presbyterian Church. 
The spot Is in the heart of one of the 
richest sections of Berksley and Mrs. 
von Herbert's house is surrounded on all 
sid-JS by coatly homes. 
H was just 7:30 o'clock when the door 


bell rang, Mrs. von Hergert was sitting 
at the piano playing for her two children, 
Elsa, aged t years, and Louis, 13 years 
older. It was the boy who opened the 
doer. Stepping quickly but eoftly through 
the wide vestibule and throwing the por- 
tlers aside the robber glided from the 
hall into the parlor.

In her boudoir Mrs. Von Hergert looked

which she poured Into his hand. 


"The diamonds, ma'am?" the man said

Church^ declared that the action of the 
secretary of the Fifty Thousand Club 
might result In the population of the city 
being reduced to 15,000. 
The following 


are excerpts from the sermons: . 


Rev. F. S. Brush, speaking on "What 


the City Owes to Its Youths." said In 
Part: 


"Vfe have .splendid school buildings, a 


fine educational forco and have recently 
voted bonds for playgrounds. ' We all re- 
joice in the municipal spirit that makes 
them possible,. 
But education without 


moral balance is a grave danger. 
We 


owe It to our yountc people that they 
should be trained In pure'and clean moral 
atmosphere. 
We owe to theni the keep- 


ing out of. every questionable place. 
If 


the young are corrupted then the nation 
Is killed at the root. 
Says Students Gamble. 


"I do not believe that the city of Ala- 


meda, which can afford a ?60,QOO high 
school building, should license for $20 a 
year a gambling device operated within 
two blocks of that high school, where the 
youths of that school not infrequently 
congregate. 
There Is positively no justi- 


fication for such a condition, and I am 
glad that the city council is going to 
take some cognizance of it. 
I want a 


city where no young map can go into a 
public place and look u:ion gambling -and 
gambling devices. 
Our laws require that 


now, and I reiterate that the laws should 
be carried out." 


•Rev. L. Potter Hitchcock, answering 


criticisms 
directed 
towards 
the Civic 


League, said in part: 


"We learn from outside advisers that 


the league should have handed its Inves- 
tigations over to the chief of police, the 
police commission or the city council. 
And this was Its i-urpose until It learned 
that such a course would be futile. 
The 


league members may have discovered that 
some members of the city council knew all 
about .it, were permitting it, perhaps in- 
dulging in It. 


"Some of these pleas of our so-called 


business men are nothing more or less 
than pleas for a wide open town. 
And 


when we get that kind—the kind that 
Secretary Russell of the Fifty Thousand 
Club is calling for—we will need to form 
a Fifteen Thousand Club instead of a 
Fifty Thousand Club, for our citimns will 
leave by the next train. 
A man who 


thirsts for the good old days of the hood- 
lum and the debauchee needs to have a 
little moral music rung into his ears a few 
octaves above his own groveling bass." 
Issues at Stake. 


Rev. P. C. Macfarlane said in part: 
"Just now we are having a discussion 


of the question of enforcing laws against 
gambling. 
TlJere Is, it would seem, some 


opposition to the prosecution of such of- 
.fenses. 
We are told that the agitation 


hurts the town, and that it is folly to 
work people up over the matter of the 
non-enforcement of such ordinances. 
It 


Is Intimated that people will gamble any- 
way, and that therefore, since they will 
gamble, we should let them do so. 
In 


other words, all laws against gambling 
are an infringement of personal liberty. 
The issue, then, is to have gambling laws 
or not, to enforce them or not. 


"No position of trust goes to the gam- 


bler. 
Surety companies will not bond 


the gambler. 
Within two weeks appeals 


have come to me from men who wished 
to have the knowledge thaft they are gam- 
blers withheld, lest they loss their posi- 
tions. 
Would you elect a man to office 


if you knew he were a gambler? 
Would 


you feel safe In entering In business rela- 
tion with a man whom you knew to be a 
gambler?"

International Marriages and Divorces 


The recent divorces of Anna Gould 
from 
Count 
Boni de 


Castellane anc' the sister of Harry Thaw, the slayer of Stanford 
White, from the Earl of Yarmouth, and the more recent marriages 
of Gladys Varderbilt to a Hungarian count and of Miss Shonts to 
a French Duke concentrate public attention 
in an exceptional 


manner on thsse international matrimonial alliances and the fre- 
quency with which they terminate in the divorce court. 
It is a 


notorious fact that a large proportion of these international mar- 
riages prove to be misalliances and they have usually been followed 
by complications of an extraordinary 
character—some of 
them, 


indeed, being internationally embarrassing. The Thaw-Yarmouth 
marriage, for example, was a misalliance which neither party to it 
could scarcely hope for it to bring happiness, because it. was founded 
on a strictly commercial basis. The English Earl was interested 
in the Thaw girl simply because she had "money to burn," and his 
visit to the United States was one of fortune-hunting. She, on the 
other hand, coveted the title and her wealthy mother was willing 
to pay for it. Yarmouth had no trouble in negotiating a marriage 
settlement which was binding on the Thaws in this country and 
which insured him, whatever came of the marriage, an income of 


N$40.000 a year for life. The marriage relationship was of short 
duration. 
Neither had any affection for the other. 
Both were 


evidently glad to get r«leased of the marital by the English divorce 
courts. But the Ear! retained his grip on the $40,000 a year dot, 
and the Thaw woman was stripped by the decree of the title of 
Countess, for which she had paid. 


Anna Gould's misalliance with Count Boni was much of a kind, 


only in her case there was issue to the marriage when the disso- 
lution came. 
Like the Pittsburg girl in the English courts, the 


French divorce courts gave Anna Gould a decree, but stripped her 
of the title of Countess and deprived her of the right of taking her 
tuo sons out of the country. As Madam Anna Gould she finds 
that she has lost all which she coveied and for which she made 
personal and financial sacrifices. 


But the Springfield Republican cites a still more peculiar case, 


111 the marriage and subsequent divorce of an Englishwoman to a 
Vrenchman, which leads that pdper to suggest the necessity for the 
(.reation of an international divorce court in which jurisdiction of 
the-*e unhappj international marriages shall be vested in order to 
get rid of the international complications they 
create. 
Briefly 


stated, this Er glishwoman married a Frenchman—a minor without 
the consent of his parents—which the French courts declared void. 
He subsequently married another woman, and his divorced wife 
returned to her own country. There she found herself in the curious 
position of being free to marry again under French law while still 
a wife. She therefore applied to the htter courts for a divorce, but 
was denied it on the ground that they had no jurisdiction, the 
wife's domicile being that of her husband. She was thus competent 
to marry in France, but incompetent to marry in England. -She 
thought that ^he would cut the Gorchan knot without the aid of 
the English courts and married an Englishman in England without 
enlightening him before marriage of her past relations. After mar- 
riage came tht discovery and he applied instantly for a divorce and 
the English court granted it on the ground that the marriage was 
void because she was the wife of the Frenchman and the wife's 
domicile was ihat of her husband. The unfortunate woman is thus 
put in the position of being barred from marriage in her own country 
to any one. 


Cases of this kind certainly appeal to the common sense of all 


civilized governments for a mutual understanding where marriages 
and divorces in one country shall be placed on a common footing 
in all. 


The egg industry in Sonoma county has developed to enor- 


mous proportions.

Now that Miss Shonts has been married to her French Duke 


and secured the title she coveted, it is to be hoped that she will 
not be compel ed later on to shunt him bs many other rich American 
women have lad to do who yoked themselves to the titled tuft- 
hunting adventurers from Europe who have exploited this country to 
repair their shattered fortunes with the dowry thrown in at the 
marriage b^t'ieir upstart millionaire paters—the shoddy aristocrats 
of the New World. 


Boni seen s to have triumphed in his matrimonial troubles after 


all, and promises to renew his grip on the Gould millions, for Anna 
Gould finds \ erself socially ostracized since the divorce, and to 
restore her position in Parisian uppertendom will, it is reported, 
rewed her dissolute and degenerate count. After losing the empty 
title of Countess she finds it impossible to reconcile herself to be 
known as plain Mistress Anna Gould.

STANFORD UNIVERSITY. Feb. 17.— 
"It seems 'hat of lat there has been an 
Increase of drunkenness." said President 
Jordan. of Stanford, when ashed his views 
on the re? gnatlon of the students' of- 
falra committee rather than enforce the 
nil* agains- undergraduates drinking and 
providing t lat the committee report any 
known to ciink and to recommend their 
•dismissal from the university. 
Professor Durand, chairman of the com- 


mittee. felt the task Imposed upon him by 
the rule too great. 
"I did net resign," said Professor Du- 
rand, "beca :se of a lack of sympathy with 
th« resolut.on of the board of trustees 
providing 
suspension 
for 
drunkenness 


among stud.-nts. 
I am in sympathy with 
that resolirion and also with the efforts 
of Dr. Jordan and the members of the 
academic 
< ouncll of the 
university 
to 
eradicate d-unkenness In this institution, 
but the work took too much time. 
"Professors 
Foster. Newcomer, Cath- 
cart and Kellogg, my confreres on the 
tommittee. resigned when I did because 
it Is a cu-tom In this university when 
the chairm: n of the students' affairs com- 
mittee resU ns for the others on the com- 
mittee to quit at the same time, in order 
to give the new chairman of the commit- 
tee a free ein to designate the members 
of the facu ty he would like to have Asso- 
ciated with him." 
President Jordan Talks. 


President Jordan in discussing the res- 


ignation of the committee does not qualify 
his admissions. 
He declares that drunk- 
enness is prevalent among his students 
and that d-astlc measures are necessary 
to suppress It. 
He discriminates be- 


tween total abstinence and intemperate 
drinking and says that Professor Du- 
rand's worlc in dealing with the latter 
habit was t,-ood. 
"Professor Durand and his associates 


on the committee." said President Jor- 
dan, "have done splendid work in the 
matter of trying to rid the university of 
dmnkennesi by appealing to the manhood 
of the students. 
We have no blacklist 


of students nor any spy system. 
Profes- 


sor Durano and his associates have for 
some time been quietly as man to man 
talking to groups of students and in many 
cases to in llvidual. students about drink- 
ing and frequenting saloons in Menlo 
Park and saloons several miles m the 
hills back tf the university. 
They were 
making progress when all of a sudden 
cajne the iragic death of Cooley a few 
weeks ago. 
Tragedy the Cause. 


"This trigedy brought 
the- drinking 


question aid the frequenting of saloons 
In Menlo 1'irk to a focus. 
The trus- 
tees adopted the resolution empower- 
ing the faculty to suspend any member 
Kuilty of crunkenness. 
This action of 
the trustee was to strengthen the 
hands ot ti.e faculty in dealing with the

will persis- in getting drank they had 
better go ,-isewhere. 
It seems that of 
late there 1 as been an increase in drunk- 
enness.

"Somehow out here there seems to be 


a tendenci to go to excess In such 
matters.

all these beetles but it injures others. 


Expulsion Not Provided. 


"There n a misconception as to the 


attitude of the trustees and the faculty 
on the fiMnk question. 
We do not 


provide expulsion for such conduct- 
The 


expulsion of a student means that he 
cannot get in any other reputable uni- 
versity in the United States.
